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Further Legislation Needed 


By the establishment of the recent 
rules and regulations for common 
victualler licensees the selectmen have 
gone as far as is within their province in 
remedying some of the conditions 
which were particularly repugnant to 
many of the townspeople. The police too 
have been a little more active in keeping 
men from hanging around the licensed 
restaurants, although some of the 
officers still have a regrettable tendency 
to be “good fellows.” 

There remains one other group that 
could help matters considerably here 
and elsewhere, and that is the state 
legislature. There is a curious situation 
in the law passed governing the sale of 
liquor which should be corrected at the 
next session, and it is hoped that our 
local legislators will do everything in 
their power to rectify it. In their deter- 
mination to stop the taverns from be- 
coming nuisances, the legislators passed 
several restrictions for this type of liquor 
dispensary, but they neglected to see 
that many establishments under the 
cloak of a common victualler’s license 
would become veritable taverns. Ac- 
cordingly, the restrictions on taverns 
were not applied to restaurants with the 
result that many restaurants are far 
worse places than taverns possibly could 
be. In the report of the Alcoholic Bey- 
erages Commission a short time ago it 
was recommended that tavern licenses 
be continued but that restaurant licenses 
had not turned out as well as expected. 
Legislation could go a long way toward 
correcting this. 

The law specifies that taverns shall be 
open to public view from the sidewalk 


level, that they shall be properly lighted, | 


that no window facing the public way 


shall be obstructed by any screen or} 


other object extending more than five 
feet above the level on which the side- 
walk abuts, but in no event shall any 
screen or obstruction prevent a clear 
view of the interior of the tavern. These 
rules evidently do not apply to restau- 
rants, with the result that from the out- 
side some of the licensed restaurants take 
on a very shady appearance. 

The presence of women in taverns Is 
also very closely restricted, but no such 


restriction applies in the case of restau- 
jrants licensed to sell liquor. With res- 
taurants being allowed full liquor licenses 
now, this failure of the legislature to 
prescribe such a rule becomes even more 
ominous. The restaurant-owners them- 
selves should not allow female help in a 
restaurant which caters mostly to liquor 
trade, but when proprietors fail to live} 
up to the rules of decency it is time that 
the legislature should make them do so. 

The liquor laws should be gone over 
very carefully in the next session of the
